1. WASHINGTON POST: 

- JACK FOISIE OF THE LOS ANGELES TIMES REPORTS FROM 
SALISBURY ON THE MORALE OF BLACKS IN THE RHODESIAN ARMED 
FORCES. BLACKS ALREADY MAKE UP ABOUT TWO THIRDS OF THE 
REGULARS IN THE ARMED FORCES AND POLICE. RHODESIA HAS 
ABOUT 10,000 BLACK AND WHITE MEN UNDER ARMS, BACKED BY 
MOSTLY WHITE RESERVISTS SERVING PART-TIME. ALL RHODESIAN 
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WHITES AGED 17-25 ARE REQUIRED TO SERVE AT LEAST 18 MONTHS. 
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ALL BLACK SOLDIERS ARE VOLUNTEERS. THE RHODESIAN GOVERNMENT, 
DECLARING THEY ARE NOT WORRIED ABOUT THE LOYALTY OF BLACKS, 
ARE PLANNING TO INCREASE THE NUMBER IN UNIFORM. 

- THE POST REPORTS ON A THIRD DAY OF UNREST IN THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN TOWNSHIP OF GUGULETU. THE RENEWAL OF VIOLENCE 
ENDED A TWO MONTH LULL IN SOUTH AFRICAN RACIAL VIOLENCE. 

ON TUESDAY THE GA ADOPTED A RESOLUTION ACCUSING THE U.S., 

U.K., FRANCE, WEST GERMANY, ISRAEL AND IAPAN OF COLLABOR 
ATING WITH SOUTHERN AFRICAN "RACIST REGIMES”. THE VOTE 
WAS 97 TO 1 1. WITH 28 ABSTENTIONS.

- THE TIMES REPORTS THAT AT THE GENEVA TALKS YESTERDAY, 

EACH SIDE REJECTED THE OTHER S PROPOSAL. ALTHOUGH MR.

"I DON'T THINK THE DELEGATES WILL FIND BRITAIN UNWILLING

4. THE BALTIMORE SUN: 

- FREDERIC B. HILL OF THE SUN'S PARIS BUREAU FILES AN 

ANALYSIS HEADLINED "RHODESIA SETTLEMENT MAY COME TOO 
LATE." HE SUGGEST THAT THE BRITISH WILLINGNESS TO PLAY 
A LARGER ROLE IN THE TRANSITION GOVERNMENT MAY HAVE BEEN 
AN IMPORTANT FACTOR IN BRINGING ABOUT AN AGREEMENT ON A 
DATE FOR INDEPENDENCE. HE RAISES THE QUESTION WHETHER THE 
NATIONALISTS MAY BE DELIBERATELY STALLING DURING A PERIOD 
OF MILITARY AND PSYCHOLOGICAL MOBILIZATION IN MOZAMBIQUE 
AND SUGGESTS THAT THERE MAY BE A REASSESSMENT GOING ON
